To groups such as ours, It Is encouraging to see a little 
more publicity being given to reports of UFO sightings in our 
local press and the interest being aroused by a number of people . 
vjho would like to know more about the strange things they are 
seeing in the skies these daysi 

On Tuesday, October 20, 1964, '’The Ottawa Cltlaen'* printed 
the following article: 

" Were they aircraft, meteors, or saucers ? 

^ revival of the flying saucer scare, which once kept all 
eyes glued to ni^^ht skies over North America, was renewed in 
Ottawa last night by numerous reports of "mysterious" objects by 
both ground and airborne observers, RCAF and Dominion Obsei’V- 
atory officials today made conflicting Identifications of the 
objects. 

Aircraft in area 

An Air Defence Comnand spokesmen said this morning there 
were several aircraft in the Ottawa area last night about the 
time the mysterious objects were reported. "Jets flying above 
60,000 feet and using their after-burners" the official said, 
"will give off a brilliant orange light that can appear umustial 
from the ground," 

On the other hand, Dr, J.L, Locke, in charge of stellar 
physics at the Dominion Observatory, said the objects were more 
likely to have been of meteoric origin, "Most of the reports we 
received," Dr, Locke said, "appeared to describe a series of 
meteors," At the same time no official at the observatory had 
been able personally to confirm the sightings. 

Kiss Karen Archer, a Bank of Canada employee, said she 
witnessed an unidentified object shortly before midnight and was 
positive that It V7a8 neither an aircraft nor a meteor, "The 
trail seemed to be made up of red, green and yellow sparks," 

Kiss Archer said, 

A nllot 'Who reported to the control toiler at Uplands also 
confirmed the sighting. He described an object "moving at 
fantastic speed and leaving a bright orange trail," He said it 
travelled from north to southeast and was apparently flying "in 
line astern" of his own aircraft. 

Watched *hl,q; cigar ’ 

Roy Russell, a Natlonal Defence Department employee at 
RC/IF Station Rockcllffe, told The Citizen that he and his wife 
stopped v/hile driving on Putman Street in Kew Edinburgh at 11,52 
p.m, and spent "at least one minute" observing an odd object 
moving in a south-southeast direction. 










Mr. Runoall said the object looked "^like a big black 
cigar and there was flame coming out of the tail section. It 
seemed as if the tall pipe was full of sprarkles and thar® \mre 
three or more windows along the side of the body,'* 

On -fodnoEday, October 21, The Citizen followed up with 
this proffered oxplaimtion of the sightings 

'* Flyinp: objects reiaalna of satellite 

NORAD headquarters in Colorado Springs has tentativelj*^ 
Identified "mysterious objects" sighted over Ottav;a iMonday night 
as the remains of Cosmos 31* a test satellite launched by Ruscia 
last Juno 6. 

A North American Air Defence spokesman advised Ottawa*® 
directorate of Information services Tuesday that the local . ^ 

sightings coincided v;ith the forecast natural extinction of 
Cosmos 31 after 2,l6l revolutions of the earth. He said that 
the main part of the satellite fell over Northeastern United 
3tatea, but It is thought parts of the tail assembly may have 
"burned out" as far north as Ottawa. 

Reports requested 

The NORAD offTcTal requests persons who witnessed the event 
to report by letter to the Director General of Operations, Canad¬ 
ian Forces Headquarters, Department of National Dafence. Ottawa 4,. 
in order to make available all pertinent information, iitn«ss©& 
are asked to give the following paints of information j Exact 
time, as near as possible, of the sighting, location of person 
making the observation; eatlmate of section of sky where object 
appeared; estimate of the elevation or angle of'the object in 
relation to the observer, number of objects seen, " 

Topside Inveatlffates 

On being interviewed by a Topside reporter, Mr, Roy Ruaseil 
stated that he had i-'cceivcd a letter from NORAD giving various 
details to support their theory that the unidentified object he 
had seen was part of the tail assembly of the burned-out Russian 
tost satellite. Cosmos 31, However, on carefully working out 
speeds and orbits, direction and other data given, Mr, Russell 
said they didn't seem to fit in with what he had seen. For one 
thing, ho was quite certain that the object was travelling in a 
south-southeasterly direction and furthermore, it gave ©very 
appearance of being on an upward incline rather than coming dovra. 
His vxife, too, had volunteered this impression of on up^mrd course, 
unasked. Also, he felt that the objoct when first soon, was 
flying too lov/ horizontally to be the descending part of a sate¬ 
llite, and its later apparent upvrard course gave him the impression 
that It was a "manned craft" of some kind. 

Mr. Russell said that hla wife had first noticed the object 
in the sky, exclaiming: "Look - v;hat Is it? It's not an airplane^ 
it has no wings!" He said that what they had seen v;as a long, 
dark, cigar-shspad objoct with somewhat irrs'jular yellow and orange 
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lighted aectionso There appeared to hs aoout three dimly 
llf^hted v/indoviTs in the side of the crafty although those might 
have been metal plates giving off some reflection. The object 
was flying alovirly* silently and at a fairly low altitude over 
a tall apartment block known as Champlain Towors, '.i/han asked 
about the size of the flying object, Mr, Russell replied that 
while it was difficult to eatlmato its size in flight, he 
Imagined that on the ground it would bo about “two or three 
houae«lot 0 long.** 

In 3uia“’lng up, Mr, Russell said he was not convinced that 
the NORAD explanation fitted in with what he had seen. On being 
asked what he thought the object really was, Mr, Russell laughed’ 
and said: **1/011, if I said it was a flying saucer or something 
of that nature, I s irposo some people wouid think I was crazy,*’ 
To ’.jhlch our reporter replied: “Yes, some would, but probably 
not as many as you may think.'* 

Then, on Friday, October 30, The Citizen came out with 
this headline : 

'* Another unidentified flyin'r oblect slpdited 

Another unidentified flying object has been sighted In the 
skies over Ottawa, Two woman wore walklno- near the comer of 
Edgar and 3t, Francis dtroets Thursday morning when they saw 
*’thl3 orange crooked triangle with a rough edge on top" in the 
southeastern sky, 

Mrs, Jocelyn Isaacs of 20 Sycamore Dr, said the object 
stayed still in the sky, blinking on and off at 30 to 45 second 
intervals, *’It was Just as if somebody blew out a candle," she 
said, Mrs, Isaacs said she and her friend, Mrs. 3ronda Kazan 
of 74 St, Francis Street were so frightened, they ran back to 
Mrs, Mazan*8 apartment, "Once we were back, we looked out of 
the window and it had changed position in the sky,'* said Mrs, 
Isaacs. She said the object eventually got so close, '*lt seemed 
as if I could reach out and touch it. There weren't any trails, 
sparkles or glows. This was Just a solid whatever It was,** 

Dr, J,L. Locke, chief of the department of mines and 
technical surveys stellar physics division, said because the 
sky was overcast Wednesday night, the phenomenon couldn't have 
been astronomical, " 

When Topside Interviewed the two ladles mentioned in this 
report, the following further details came to light, 

Hxe object, wMch v/ao first seen by them at 1,15 a,m,, in 
the southeasterly sky, v;as bright orange in colour and a lot 
larger than the full moon in size. It appeared as a solid, 
roughly triangular shape, with an irregular edge on the left 
hand side of the triangle, and the whole thing lit up and went 
out at regular Intervals, Mrs. Isaacs stated that when she and • 
her companion ran frightened, back to Mrs, Kazan's apartment.

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the object appeared to be follovdnff thera and getting closer. 

When they looked from the apartment window, it was then in the 
duo east, its colour was more yellow than orange, and it 
appeared to have changed its shape into a roughly crescent form. 
It vras much larger in size and seemed to be hovering just at 
the top of an apartment block about 30 feat high. Asked to 
estimate its size in relation to the apartment block, Mrs. 

Isaacs thought it might be about 20 feet long by 12 feet high 
but admitted it was difficult to estimate, not knowing its 
exact altitude. 

The two ladles watched the object from the window for 
over half an hour during which time they turned on the radio 
to see if there were any other reports of the sighting but 
they heard none. Finally, the object disappeared suddenly, 

Mrs, Mazan stated that she had the impression that v/hat 
they had seen was only Uie lighted, bottom half of the 'aircraft* 
and that there was some sort of upper structure to it, **It 
looked incomplete, the way we saw it,*' she said. She further 
stated that she telephoned Uplands Airport but they were unable 
to trace the lighted object in the sky. Asked if the object had 
made any noise, she replied no, but rather an odd thing had 
happened. ‘.Vhen the object v/as at its closest, her radio "went 
dead" for several seconds.

The vfsll-knovm incident of December 5, 19^5 vfhon five 
Avenger Torpedo Bombers, with a crew of 20, got lost In this 
space vd.thout any wreckage fragments being found, draw th© 
attention of the Pentagon to the Triangle. Involved in this 
incident also was a Navy flying boat which started on a search 
and, 20 minutes later, disappeared, giving no n^viB as to the 
reason. 


In January 19^!-6, a pacsengar plan®, with 30 people, was 
lost, which had started from th© Azores for Cuba, 

A four-onglne plans disappeared in the Bermuda Triangle 
on January 17* 19'^5^9. 

In October 1954, it was a U.S, Super-Constellation, with 
42 people on board. Although they had two independent radio 
devices, they gave no SOS either - the same as the other micslns 
machines. 

On November 9, 1956, a patrol x’lane of tlis U.S. Navy was

noiiiherly direction. His first impression was that it must be a ^tellit®, 
but then it appeared to change course to the south-east. He contiau^ to 
watch it for another five minutes and then ho says "it lost its lumaj^sity 
gradually, like someone had used a reostat, and was lost to ay sight within 
3 seccaida. The next day I called the local observatory to che^ if satoUi-tes 
cOTiceivabiy behaved in such a imuuier but received a very definite answer in 
the negative. I had the impression that the object had just started to raov© 
viheui I first looked at it. I could be wrong but I venture the opinion that 
we are, in all actuality, being watched ly our sp^ce brothers."
